SPAGE AGENCY

PATENT RULES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1, (AP)— 
To compete with the Defense 
Department in hiring research 
contractors, the natign’s space 
agency seeks the right to re- 
lease patents readily to private 
firms developing space age in- 
ventions on Government jobs. 

Lack of this right may hamper 
the space program, an official of 


Space. Administration implied 
yesterday. He did so in asking 
Congress to liberalize a require- 
ment that the Government take 
title to all such inventions under 
NASA contracts unless NASA 
waives the patent rights. 

John A. Johnson, NASA gen- 
eral counsel, told a House space 
subcommittee that the require- 
ment involves a great deal of 
red tape, is difficult to interpret 
and works unfairly on NASA con- 
tractors. 

NASA, hé said, favors relax- 
ing the requirement to give its 
administrator greater flexibility 
and discretion in waiving patent 
rights. He added his belief that 
this would “help NASA achieve its 
objective of space age suprem- 
acy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—The 
Administration is not planning 
on any accelerated effort to dé 
velop the Saturn, the super- 
thrust rocket that could catapult 
the United States into’ the lead 
in the space race. 


As now drafted, the Defense 
Department budget for the com- | 
ing fiscal year provides $150,- 
000,000 for the Saturn rocket, 
which is being developed by the 
Army missile team headed by 
Dr. Wernher Von Braun. 

This is about the same level of | 
support decided on earlier this 
year before the two successful 
Soviet moon shots provided the 
now accepted lesson that the 
United States has little hope of 
overtaking the Soviet Union in 
space achievements until it can 
develop more powerful, more re- 
liable rocket engines. The pro- 
posed budget is about $100,- 
000,000 less than Dr. Von Braun 
has urged for the project in the 
coming fiscal year. 


The result of the lower level | 
of support, defense officials say, 
will be to delay by at least one 
year the time when Saturn will 
be ready for space launchings. 
It also will mean that fewer 
rockets will be available, once- 
it is developed. 

With the budget now nearing 
completion, some top Adminis- 
tration, officials were said to be’ 
having second thoughts about 
the Saturn program. Because of 
tight spending restrictions, how- 
ever, there was little expectation 
that the Administration would 
permit an addition to the Saturn 
budget. 


Test of Intentions. 


Both within Congress and the 
military and civilian space agen- 
cies, the Saturn project has 
come to be regarded as an im- | 
portant test of the Administra- | 
tion’s intentions of overtaking 
the Soviet Union in the space 
race. It.is now generally agreed 
among space officials that the 
rocket holds the most immediate | 
promise of overcoming the al 
knowledged Soviet lead in rocket | 
power, | 

By clustering together eight | 
existing rocket engines, the Sa-| 
turn would be able to produce 
1,500,000 pounds of initial thrust, 
or about five times the thrust 
of the most powerful rocket | 
launchers now available to the | 
United States and about twice 
as powerful the rockets. the 


Soviet Union is believed to | 
have used for its moon shots | 
this fall. With this power, | 


the Saturn could be capable of 
placing a 10 to 15-ton labora- 
| tory in orbit around the earth 
or soft-land a ton of instruments 
on the moon. | 

Started in September 1958, the | 
Saturn rocket is scheduled to. 
have its first ground test at. 
| Huntsville, Ala., next spring. At | 
| present, it is not expected that | 
| the rocket will be ready for | 
snace missions until 1964 or 1955. 
With more money, project offi- 
cials think at least a year could 
be shaved off this time.

POLAND’S COMMUNIST PARTY, placed in power and kept 


in power only by Soviet might,

In a Warsaw newspaper office, three Communist journalists 
were teasing a fourth Pole because he was the only member of 
the editorial board who did not belong to the party. 


“‘Aren’t you afraid for your 
job?” they kept asking him. 

“Not at all,” the non-party 
man answered lightly. “I am 
the only one of us who feels 
secure. They have to keep me. 
I am the only one who repre- 
sents the ‘people.’ 


Everybody smiles, but not 
very broadly. In his mocking 
way, the non-party man had 
touched a painful nerve that pre- 
vents Polish Communists from 
feeling politically at home in 
the land they control. It is the 
awareness that the Communist 
party of Poland is a party of a 
smal] minority, kept in control 
by the existence of a foreign 
power, which has never been 
able to bridge the gap of dis- 
trust that separates it from the 
people of Poland. 


BUT THIS IS AN OLD STORY 
in all the eastern European 
Communist countries, and in Po- 
land the Communists have 
learned to live with it. 


Some of them live with it 
proudly—“‘We are part of the 
forces of history.”” Some cover 
it with a layer of cynicism—"If: 
they don’t like us in Poland, all 
they have té do is move the 
country to the moon.” Some ae- 
cept with a mixture of hope and 
stoicism—“‘We are working. for 
a better Poland and some«day 
we will be understood.” 


In the last few months the 
Polish Communist party (offi- 
cially, the United Workers par- 
ty) has been stumbling badly 
under additional troubles, trou- 
bles that few Polish Communists 
really understand. 


Polish Communists find them- 
selves denounced with bitter 
scorn by the man they brought 
back to power with that surge 
of hope in 1956, Wladyslaw Go- 
mulka, Then they find them- 
selves ignored by Gomulka until 
the time comes for another de- 
nunciation. 

They find men coming back 
to power whose very names 
chill them with memories of 
the past, and of the people’s re-

With equal vigor, economists 
attacked special tax benefits | 
now enjoyed by the extractive in- 
dustries, calling them an unwar- 
ranted Government subsidy and 
a glaring example of erosion of 
the federal tax base. They also 
questioned whether the public 
benefits offset the cost in lost 
tax revenues, 


The clashing views were pre- 
sented to the House Ways and 
Means Committee by a panel of 
experts arguing the merits and 
demerits of percentage income 
tax deductions now allowed for 
depletion of mineral resources 
in the production of oil and 
other minerals,

The Bi-State Development Agency has 
emerged from six years of legally-enforced 
idleness at precisely the right moment. Fol- 
lowing the defeat of the metropolitan District 
plan, Bi-State seems sure to become the prin- 
cipal public tool for pushing the economic 
growth so essential to the future of the Great- 
er St. Louis area. 


Armed with strengthened operating powers 
finally granted by a foot-dragging Missouri 
Legislature (and quickly concurred in by IIli- 
nois, Congress and President Eisenhower), 
Bi-State is ready to take on the planning, con- 
struction and operation of facilities that will 
help make this area attractive to new industry. 

The big hope, of course, is that Bi-State 
may be able to provide the facilities and serv- 
ices necessary to develop a tremendous new 
industrial park at Columbia Bottoms. Up- 
wards of 50,000 new jobs might be created on 
that presently unproductive site. At the same

Remember the Michigan ’59ers who tired 
of the city “rat race” and early this year hit 
the trail from Detroit to Talkeetna in Alaska? 
Modern pioneers and homesteaders they de 
cided to be, far from the factory whistle, 
the time-clock, the lay-offs, traffic, time pay- 
ments, TV commercials and the crowds’ 
ignoble strife. Well, by and large they have 
demonstrated that life amidst the flesh pots 
may be worth the nuisance of swatting a few 
flies after all. 

Of the 42 who reached Talkeetna last 
March, 10 adults and three children still are 
on the scene and going into their first Alas- 
kan winter. Some of the others are back in 
Michigan. Others have turned back to city 
ways in Anchorage. And one family still in 
Talkeetna has given up homesteading to take 
over an inn and roadhouse. 

Some of those who are sticking it out have 
completed one-room log cabins. Others still 
are living in trailers with makeshift additions. 
All have plenty of potatoes and canned food, 
including porcupine, caribou and moose meat, 
on their shelves for the winter, and plenty 
of candles to light them through the long 
dark. They seem to have taken to the primi- 
tive life. They have no fear of 35 below zero 
weather. And more power to them. —

Cracking Down on Highway Violators in New Jersey 
In Nine Months of 1959 More Than 5000 Drivers Have Lost Licenses

A routine examination of the New 
Jersey Motor Vehicle Department rec- 
ords last year revealed that one third 
of the state’s point system violators 
were never ruled off the highways.

forcement and administration of the 
point system will stand the most thor- 
ough scrutiny, and that seems to be 
the way the residents of New Jersey 
want it.

Considered at the hearing where the 
driver may plead his case’ is the 
driver’s previous record, his on-the- 
road attitude and his attitude at the 
hearing, the type of driving he does 
(whether, for business or pleasure) 
and the seriousness of the violations 
that brought him before the officer. 
The offender may be represented by 
counsel or may represent himself. 
The hearing officer’s recommenda- 
tion to the Director of Motor Vehicles 
is based on the information -gleaned 
at this session. Final determination 
of the matter, however, rests solely 
with the director. | 
It is rare that the motorist escapes 
with his driving rights still intact. 
At best, he ‘will ‘be issued a proba- 
tionary license after a stern warning. 
Any future moving violation will 
most certainly result in immediate 


revocation. The violators who do 
not choose to have their day in court 
simply mail in their licenses. Those 
who fail to follow either course of 
action soon find a motor vehicle in- 
spector or a local police officer at 
their doors and wind up with an added 
black mark on their records. 


The period of revocation is directly 
proportionate to the seriousness of 
the violations, A motorist convicted 
of borderline speeding violations will 
fare better than one who has shown 
a flagrant contempt for the traffic 
laws. Again, this is at the sole dis- 
cretion of the director. 

Generally, first offenders with only 
12 points will lose their rights for 30 


days or less, providing these points 
.were assessed 


for minor violations 
and picked up over a two and one 
half to three year period. The revo- 
cation periods fall into three major 
categories; 30 days, three months and 
six. moriths. 

The violation repeater, however, can 
forfeit his driving privileges for a 
year or for an indefinite. period. 

Recently, there has been talk in 
New Jersey of revising the system by 
which points are assessed, and a 
study of the seven-year-old program 
is now under way. 

During the first nine months of this 
year, more than 5000 motorists sur- 
rendered their licenses under the point 
system regulation. 

In the past year, however, the point ~ 
system in New Jersey has been over- 
shadowed by the newly instituted pro- 
gram of mandatory revocation for ex- 
cess speeding on the state’s highways.

BALLET DISCOURSE 
AT NEW AUDITORIUM 


No Music at Opening ‘Mu- 
sical Program’—Alexandra 
Danilova Shows Charm. 


By MANUS SASONKIN 

The City Art Museum’s new 
auditorium was filled last night 
for the opening musical program 
of the season there. As a mu- 
sical program, it was unique— 
to the best of my knowledge—in 
that not a note of, music was 
heard. 

Instead, Alexandra Danilova, 
former prima ballerina with the 
Ballet Russe (and more recently 
associated with Tony Randall in 
the dramatic venture, ‘‘O Cap- 
tain’), discoursed on ballet in 
general and herself in particular. 
Later in the evening, she demon- 
strated a few mobile vignettes 
from four ballets in which she 
had starred, but this was done 


without benefit of music. In- 
deed, she maintained a running 
commentary throughout her 
dances, underscoring the effects 
of characterization and the sig- 
nificance of her bodily move- 
ments. 


Danilova, while no longer 
young for a ballerina, is pert and 
attractive. Furthermore, she _ is 
voluble. She talked for more 
than three quarters of an hour, 
without betraying the smallest 
sign of fatigue, and, I suspect, 
she was capable of continuing 
incefinitely. Her delivery has | 
charm with regard to accent and 
syntax, and, although she read | 
her mateérial, she did it quite | 
unostentatiously, and with a 
droliness which I found quite 
disarming. Her mobile face was 
forever upon her audience, her 
hands were used—as befits a bal- 
lerina—both gracefully and gra- 
ciously, and I could not , help 
thinking of the late Jane Cowl, 
whose hands also possessed 
those artful qualities. 


For her demonstration, Miss 
Danilova selected moments fr 
Swan Lake (comparing the hero- 
ine’s behavior as Swan, as Queen, 
and as woman), Gaite Parisienne, 
Coppelia (her portrait of the Doll 
was enchantment itself) and 
Night Shadows. Miss Danilova 
had already commented upon the 
necessity for a dancer to be a 
capable actor. She proved her 
point compellingly. 


The auditorium is spacious and 
comfortable, constituting a wel- 
come addition to §&t. Louis’s 
roster of small halls. Miss-Dani- 
lova was clearly audible at all 
times, even when she was away 
from the immediate vicinity of 
the microphone. The auditori- 
um’s suitability for the special- 
ized needs of music, however, 
will have to be asséssed after 
some has been heard,

Removal of Cyst 


AS WE SAID YESTERDAY, 0:::e you remove a cyst from 
the breast in a case of cystic mastitis, that’s the end of that 
cyst. But since there are many, many glands in the breast, 
removal of one cyst does not automatically insure against the 
formation of another. After all, there was some reason for 


the cyst’s having formed in the first place. If the underlying — 


condition remains, then other cysts may form. 

As we explained yesterday, excessive estrogen, or hor- 
mone, activity is involved. Cystic mastitis tends to occur 
when women are in their twenties and thirties, because that 
is when hormonal activity is at its peak. 

After that, as this activity subsides, there is less chance 
of cysts forming, and the problem disappears at menopause.

excessive supply of estrogen. One approach is to use 

large doses of Vitamin B to change the rate at which 

the body disposes of the excess estrogen, or hormone. 

In some cases, male hormone may be given to counter- 

balance it, and other hormones have been used with 

success, one of them being progesterone. 

Still another possibility sometimes exists. There may be 
a tumor of the ovary which is causing excessive estrogen, and 
in such cases, removal of this tumor may be the answer. And

CHILDREN CAN BE wonder- 
ful. But they can also be hor- 
rible. They misbehave. They are 
messy. They get into trouble, 
They bicker and quarrel. 

But aren’t these disagreeable 
behavior traits the very same 
ones we have found to be asso- 
ciated with tensions in adults? 

We firmly believe that a fun- 
damental, sound attitude about 
children, and a knowledge of the 
basic things children need to 
make them feel secure, can help 
eliminate many of the problems 
of child-rearing. 

Children need love. The. im- 
portance of love in their :ives 
has been recognized for centur- 
ies. But it took a dramatic ex- 
periment to prove that love is 
essential even for physical sur- 
vival. 

Dr. Rene Spitz made a study 
of homes for foundlings. The 
children—ranging in age from 
infancy to 4 or 5—were getting 
good food and medical care, but 
almost all were pale, weak, 3ick- 
ly and dispirited. 

Then he looked into their case 
histories. Some of them had 
never known a mother. Others 
had a mother for a few months, 
and then lost her through »ov- 
erty, illness or death. Something 
very basic and_ important was 
missing from the lives of these 
children—love. _ 

Dr. Spitz got the nurses to act 
as mothers would—to pick up the 
children and make a fuss over 
them. 

After the first week, a miracie 
began to take place. The pale, 
listless babies began to laugh. 
They started to gain weight. 
They became playful. After sev- 
eral nionths, many of thern had 
made great gains, physically and 
mentally. 

It is instinctive for parents to 
love their children. But our own 
competitive strivings color our 
love.

So she 
had little patience. By the time 
her child was 2, he was confused 
and frightened. 

Next door lived the H.’s and 
their five children. Luella used 
to marvel at the way her neigh- 
bor never fussed if the children 
didn’t eat. She had the same easy- 
going attitude about other things. 

Luella decided to copy Mrs. 
H.’s ways, and asked her neigh- 
bor if she would give her advice 
and support. Mrs. H. cheerfully 
took on her new charge, and 
slowly Luella began to change. 
At first she had a hard time 
curbing her impulse to shovel 
food into her child, to scold and 
slap, but gradually her patience 
increased, and as she changed, 
her child changed too, becoming 
far less fearful and fidgety. 

There are times in a child’s 
life when he’s apt to feel partic- 
ularly insecure, and especially 
in need of your love. Here are 
some of them:

Estrin is not the first man, 
or even among the first thou-
